This was the real Motive of a Piot laid in the 
Be 4, of the Year 1569, to ruin that Mi- 
milter, ‘Che Duke of Norfolk, the Marquefs of 
W inchefier, the Earls of Northumberland, H’eftmore- 
land, drundel, Pembroke, Leicefter, and others en- 
tered into this Sort of Confpiracy: They accufed 
Crcix of being the Caufe of the Queen's detain- 
ing the Spanifh Money ; and by that, of her run- 
ning a manifelt Risk of a War with Spain, which 
could not but be very prejudicialro Trade : They 
flattered themfelves, that upon this Charge, the 
Queen would fend the Secretary to Prifon, and 
then they made no Queftion, they fhou'd find 
Ways enough to effect his Ruin. But the Queen 
being too quick fighted not to fee into their Aim, 
and the Motive of their Plot, commanded them Si- 
lence in fuch a Manner, as deftroyed all their Hopes 
of Succefs, cither then or for the future.’ The 
Dutchefs of Suffolk was Mother to Fane Grey, fo 
that Cxucin’s great Crime, was his being tor a 
Proteftant Succeffor, a Fault not eafily to be par- 
doned even in our Days. 

Tue Plot againft the Minifter not fucceeding im- 
mediately, in the fame Year 1569, fcveral of the 
Lords of the Confpiracy broke out into open Rebel- 
lion againft the Queen, the Particulars whereof are 
rclated at large by Mr. Rapin, to which I refer the 
Reader. 

Tuis faithful Counfilor of the Crown * was 
born at Pourn in Lincolnjbire, in the Year 1521, and 
died in 3598.

Accommodation’: Bur ‘tis {aid his Inftructions are 
not to ftay above 4o Days, or as fame fay, a Fortnight 
only. ‘T’he principal Articles of his Propofitiens are 
thefe: 1. Ghat the Grand Seignior thall acknowledye 
the new Sophy of Perfia. 2. That he fhall reflore 
all the Places taken from the Perfiass. 3 Tht 
when he makes Peace with the Perfians, he thal 
agree to a Peace alfo with Ruffia, and teke another 
Time to treat of what relates to the RKuilian Con- 
quefts on the Side of Perfia, and the Ca‘pian Sea 
But ‘tis hoped, that the Sophy will abgre fomething 
of his Demands, efpecially at the preient functure, 
when the Nobility of ieveral Provinces of Pertia re- 
fule to acknowledge him for King, with a View to 
favour the Advancement of his Coufin German, for 
whom they have declared, and whom they feem re- 
folved to fupport with all their Might. The Minitters 
of the Porte were very much: exa{perated, when they 
heard that the Ruffians, ar their leaving Baccie lary, 
the Capital of Crim Tartary, burnt the Ciry acd the 
magnificent Palace which was the Refidence of the 

ani. 

Hamburgh, Sept. 3. O.8. Te appears by the Tat 
Advices trom Petersburg, that the Ottoman Porte has 
not poflitively offered to yield the City of Afoph, and 
Part of Little Tartary to Ruflia, but only infinuated 
to the Minifters of the Mediating Powers ref jing at 
Conftantinople, that if the Surrender of Afoph was 
the only Point in Queftion, that fhould be no Bar to 
the Conclufion of the Peace ; but that as the Ottoman 
Porte wasof Opinion the Ruffians would form other 
Pretenfions, they therefore wifhed that they would 
commit them to Writing, that they might know what 
to abide by, hefore they entered upon a Treaty for 
a Peace. The Court of Ru'lia being informed of 
this by the faid Minifters, has returned Anfxer, 
that as to their Pretenfions, they referred themtelves 
to what was ftipulated upon that Head, in the Letter 
which the Count, de Oiterman wrote to the Grand 
Vizier ; and that as to the Treaty for a Peace, the 
Emprefs likewife referred herfelf to the faid Letter, 
wherein ‘tis faid, that in cafe the Ortoman Porte 
were inclined to fend Ambaffadors to the Frontiers 
furnifhed with the fall Powers neceffary for treatin 
of a Peace, her Imperial Majefty would do the like, 
&c. It appears by an Account fent to Petersburg, 
of the Damage done to the City of Afoph, that 
during the late Sicge, 5482 Bombs were thrown into 
the Place, and 12675 Cannon Balls.

The King of Sweden having delivered a Memo- 


rial tothe French Ambaflador at his Court, demand- _ 


ing the Performance of the laft Treaty of Subfidy 
concluded with that Court, the faid Ambaffador re- 
turned for Anfwer, That the Circumftances of 
Affairs, which gave Occafion to that Treaty, being 
alter'd, it could not therefore be put in Execution. 
This News comes by Letters from Stockholm, which 
add, that the Ruffian Minifter there has obtained 
new Advantages for the Trade of the MuCovites to 
the Ports of Sweden, and that confiderable Ad- 
vantages are likewife granted to the Swedifh Subjeéts 
who trade ro Ruflia. ——— The Baron de Sparr, late 
the Swedifh Minifter at this Court, is arrived at 
Stockholm. _ 

Count pg: sy according to Letters from 
Vienna, is on the mending Hand, and has began to 
confer with fome of the Members of the Aulick 
Council, whereof he is Prefidenr. 

The frefheft Letters from Italy fay, that the 
French and Piedmontefe continue to evacuare the 
Milanefe ; but they make no mention of the Evacua- 
tion of Tufcany, only that the Duke de Montemar 
has, in purfuance of the Orders he received from the 

ifh Courr for that Purpofes, recalled all -the 
Piguet Guards that he had fent to the Parmefan and 
Luccefe Frontiers; and that the Emperor's Troops 
are fince that in Pofleflion of their Pofts. The 
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Name was John Smith. 


Duke had received a Letter from the Marthal de 
Noatiles, wherein he acquaints him of the Evacuation 
of the Milanefe, and takes his Leave of him on his 
fetring out for France. 

A Ship arriving at Leghorn from Corfica with #2 
‘Furks on board, who after having b-cn made Slaves 
by the Genocie, found a Way to efcape to the Male- 
contents, and came hither to that Ifland with 
Theodore’s Pafs; the Genoefe Conful at Leghorn, 
no jooner heard of their Arrival, but he demanded 
of the Government that they might be fecured, 
which was accordingly granted, and an Exprefs dif- 
parched to the Tufcan Court, who fent Orders for 
delivering them upto the Genoefe Conful, provided 
he could make Proof that they belonged to his Re- 
publick ; but ‘tis faid, the Spanith commanding 
Ofhcer at ae oppofed it, and fent Grenadiers 
so guard the Vefiel in which they are detained, till 
he receive Orders from the Duke de Montemar. 

The Emperor has given his Confent to the Mar- 
riage of the Hereditary Prince of Modena’s cidett 
Son, to the eldeft Daugbter of the Durchefs Dowager 
of Maffla; and we are aflured moreover, that bis 
Imperial Majefty, to make the Duke of Modena 
fome Amends for the great Lofles he fuffered by the 
jaft War, hay yielded the County of Novellara to 
him, which ts inclofed within the Dutchy of Mo- 
dena, and depends on the Mantuan. They had a 
Keport at Modena, that the Embarkation making in 
tne Harbours of Spain, was to confift of 40 Batta- 
Hions and above 600 Horfe, and that 120 Pieces of 
Canvon, and a great Number of Bombs, &c. were 
already put on board. 

The Defertion in the Neapoliran Soldiery is ftill fo 
great, that 200 ran away out of one Regiment only, 
and a Licutenant of Albania, deferted alfo with a 
great Sum of Money that he had received, and 
about 500 Soldiers; who, whether they went off 
by Land or Sea, was not known. 

“The Englith Merchants at Lisbon, have promifed 
@ cofiderabie Reward to any Perion that fhall appre- 
bend the Murderer of Mr. Charles Hayes, the En- 
glith Conlul, who ‘tis fuppofs’d, has taken Sanctu- 
ary in fome Church or Convent. The Portuguefe 
Court hasalfo given Orders for apprehending him. 

The Prince and Princefs of Orange, propofed to 
be this Week at the Hague, to refide therefor the 
whole Winter Sea‘on. 

Sir Cyril Wych, Bart. late his Majefty’s Envoy Ex- 
traordinary at Hamburgh, fet out lait Friday fe’onight 
for Paris from Hanover; from whence we hear, that 
bis Majefty (who continues, God be praifed, imigood 
Health) was certainly to fet out as on Monday latt, 
to take the Diverfion of Hunting at Giffhorn and the 
Ghore, and to ftay there till the latter End of next 
Weck. As his Majefty intended to hunt firft in the 
Foret of Barumbruch near Giffhorn, the Cattle 
there was fitting up in all hafte for his Reception, 
which is a{pacious Place, not without fome good 
Fortifications, and ftands in one of the moft agreeable 
Spots in all the Electorate of Hathover ; for ‘tis fi- 
cuate on fuch an Eminence, that from the Ramparts, 
there's a View of Towns and a fine Landicape for 
feveral Leagues round ; and the commanding Ot- 
ficer there, is making a very wide Pafiage upon the 
Jaid Ramparts, that his Majelty and the Nobility of 
his Retinue who are alfo to lodge there, may have 
the Pleafure of that charming Proipect. 

There is handed about at Hanover, a very curious 
Medal ftruck in the Empire, with the Privilege of 
his Imperial Majefty, alluding to the wonderful Ex- 
ploits of the Armies of the Emprefs of Ruffia. On 
one Side is the Buft of that Empre‘s, with this In-

D. G. Russta ImpecvutTRix; and on the Re- 
verfe, the Imperial Spread Eagle, having the Arms 
of the Empire on it’s Breaft, with two Perfons, viz. 
an European on the Right, and an A/fat ck on the left 
Side, reprefenting thofe two Parts of the World ; 
and this Infcription, Occidentem refpicit et Orientem, 
i. ¢. Her Wifdom is difplayed in the Eaft and in the 
Weft . and underneath are thefe Words, Pacer 
Evropra Promota, TarTaris VicrTis, 
Tanwat Ligerato, Anno 1736. ie. Having 
promoted the Peace of Europe, reduced the Tartars 
under her Subjeétion, and fer the Tanais Free.
